The news 
from Hungary and Poland was expect- 
ed to spur the heads of the governments 
to military decisions of the first import- 
ance. 
The League of Nations commission 


will re-assemble at 8:30 o'clock this even- 
ing with the expectation of virtually 
concluding the draft of the league cov- 
enant. 
The peace conference had been ad- 


vised by entente agents of the critical 
situation in Hungary. 
Some street 


fighting in Budapest had been reported 
and while the lives of the entente na- 
tionals are said still to be safe it is 
urged that they need the 
protection 


which would be affected by monitors 
proceeding up the Danube from Serb- 
ian ports. 


PRECAUTIONS' AKE TAKEN.

Two French divisions are at Buda- 


pest and several Serbian divisions arc 
at Belgrade ready to take the field and 
it is believed that with the Rumanianr 
they are capable of meeting the situa 
tion. 
Raymond Recouty, writing in

Granville, March 24.—"Will there be 


a tremndous conflict between the white 
people of the earth and the yellow and 
brown." was an interesting question 
discussed by Rev. E. R. Bull, Metho- 
dist Centenary speaker at Granville 
Methodist Episcopal 
church.
